‘The number of paupers which are now on the Farm are 16: 
one very aged person and at present unable to be removed, ts 
supported at the town’s expense at Hillsborough. It will be 
seen in this Report, that the expense considerably exeeeds that 
of the past year, for the following reasons—we have paid this 
year for supporting paupers out of town $97 61, for last year’s 
bills not paid $40 25, excess of extra labor and pay of ever- 
seer above last year $136 45, Town, County and State taxes, 
which have never been before paid, $21 58, and building new 
shed, aad all other bills higher than last year, together with 
the crops not being so good, will show the extra expense 
“bove the past year.
